S recently as last year’s Show, it was difficult to per- 
suade even most sports car manufacturers to discuss

Of all the attractive models on show, one in particular 
received unqualified praise, the Bentley Continental sports 
saloon.

MONGST the causes of 
failure is one which must be owed 

to a change in gradient that is not suf 
ficiently appreciated by the eyes, per- 
haps as a result of disguising contours 
elsewhere than on the road itself; for 
obvious reasons, it seems to happen 
more at night. One is travelling along

at a spanking pace—say 55-60 m.p.h.— 
and all of a sudden the performance 
begins to drop off. The foot goes down 
a bit harder but the car does not re- 
spond, and that is the moment when 
you decide that, in spite of the read- 
ing of the oil pressure gauge, the engine 
is in the process of seizing up. In the 
end you top the invisible brow and off 
the car goes again, while you tell your- 
self that you weren’t really frightened. 

THis has happened to me so often 
that I recognize the “ gradient hoax” 
as soon as it begins. Now then, I say 
to myself, all that is happening is 
change of gradient. Change down and 
you will see. But the speed does not 
fall that low, and the voice of doubt 
replies that, if the engine is seizing up, 
changing down, with the higher revs, 
will make things worse. Stop and cool 
off. Nonsense, I say, this is the old 
optical illusion again, and I'll take no 
notice of It. 

Eventually I top the rise and my 
heart resumes its normal pace. Jitters, 
maybe, but one of those things, and if 
others do not have this particular scare 
I'll bet they have pet ones of their own.

Fire Risk 

AM MORE conscious than I was 

previously of the fire risk which 
inevitably concerns the motorist, and 
am therefore edging nearer the pur- 
chase of an extinguisher. Also, I am 
making sure that more care than usual 
is taken with any new wiring. Three 
fires in rapid succession, each one of 
which was capable of causing serious 
results, have prompted this special care. 
In one case a fog lamp was wired up in 
the usual way—but some chafing led to 
2 short. Fortunately I was in the car 
concerned. 

The second case was similar, being 
caused by auxiliary wiring under the 
bonnet which had not been able to 
stand up to the heat. The third flame 
was caused by a suppressor-condenser, 
connected to the coil, which failed: 
a madly jerking ammeter needle 
prompted investigation and a burning 
lead was located.

engine of 1,900 c.c. similar in general layout to their 1,400 c.c. unit there 

were many people already familiar with the excellent road holding and 
riding comfort of the Fiat 1400 who began to speculate on the possibilities of 
a more powerful car retaining the same body, suspension and steering, but with 
the larger engine. A high performance was certainly to be expected, but some 
sacrifice of smoothness and running refinement might have been expected from 
the use of so large a four-cylinder engine. Some buyers might have been willing 
to accept the disadvantage, but the Fiat company had other ideas, and it has 
taken two years of experiment and development work before the new car was 
considered ready for production. The Autocar has recently been able to test an 
early example of the new model made availiable by the manufacturers in Italy, 
and it is apparent that what has emerged is not merely a more powerful version 
of the popular 1400, but a new car of remarkable refinement, which has a special 
character, combining a high performance with quite exceptional driving 
simplicity. 

The 1900 employs the same basic structure and running gear as the 1400 and 
has practically the same overall dimensions. The engine is similar in general 
design to the smaller unit, but has a modified combustion chamber designed to 
ensure smooth and flexible running on low-grade fuel, and the drive is taken 
through a fluid coupling to a plate clutch which is used for gear changing; there- 
after the drive goes through a five-speed gear box in which fourth is the direct 
drive and fifth is geared up. 

The cubic capacity of the new engine is 36 per cent greater than that of the

smaller unit and the brake horse power is raised by 34 per 
cent, peak power being reached at 3,700 r.p.m. instead of 
4,400. The maximum torque has, however, been increased 
by 50 per cent and is delivered at slightly lower r.p.m. than 
from the 1400 engine. Combustion chamber, camshaft de- 
sign, engine mounting and the use of the fluid coupling all 
combine to produce a four-cylinder engine installation 
which must be unique of its kind for silence, flexibility and 
smooth running. Use of a gear box with five forward 
speeds might not at first appear to offer a conspicuous con- 
tribution to ease of driving, but in practice very little gear 
changing is ever required. First gear is purely an emer- 
gency ratio for freak gradients or very adverse load con- 
ditions. Second and third gears are normally employed for 
starting, according to the type of road and the loading of 
the car, and once the car is on the move one can change 
straight into fourth gear, which is the usual ratio to employ 
for town traffic, urban roads or busy main highways. If 
maximum acceleration is not required, it is perfectly satis- 
factory to start in fourth gear and keep it in use indefinitely. 
The car can be brought to rest simply by pressing the brake 
pedal and will move off smoothly again without any need 
for gear changing as soon as the throttle pedal is depressed. 

Thus, for the greater part of the time, the car can be 
driven solely by use of the brake and throttle pedals. The 
clutch is not needed for starting and is called into play 
only on the brief occasions when gear changing is required. 
Moreover, as synchromesh is provided on all the upper four 
ratios, the gear changing operation makes-the minimum 
demands on the skill of the driver. 


The grille extends laterally to

continued tion system. 


The fluid coupling takes up the drive smoothly and 
swiftly and never gives any impression of a slipping clutch 
effect, although it effectively eliminates all possibility of jerk 
and jar when starting away from rest. Nor are the occu- 
pants of the car made conscious that the engine has only 
four cylinders; it is quite feasible to start from rest in the 
geared-up fifth speed and to pull smoothly away without 
any thump, judder or vibration. The driver thus selects 
his gear ratios entirely according to the acceleration, hill- 
climbing capacity and speed range required; he is never 
reminded by judders or jerks that it is time to change to 
another gear. 

In mountainous country, main road gradients can very 
often be surmounted in fourth speed, but the light, quick 
and precise gear change makes it easy to use third or 
second gear for acceleration from a steep corner. Slight 
gear whine is audible when travelling fast in these gears, 
but in fourth the freedom from mechanical noise is remark- 
able, and only at 65-70 m.p.h. is there a murmur from under 
the bonnet to indicate that the engine is beginning to work 
hard. For the open road, and especially for the autostrada, 
fifth gear is naturally employed, and it is possible to cruise 
thus for miles on end at full throttle, rushing along at 
70-80 m.p.h. or so without feeling that the engine is being 
overworked; the high gear of 3.33 to 1 protects the power 
unit and ensures a commendably low fuel consumption. 
Some wind noise is heard above 70-75 m.p.h., but it is not 
sufficient to interfere with the conversation. 

Steering is light, accurate and well insulated from road 
shocks. The suspension is admirable, permitting a high

cruising speed to be maintained with little regard for 
changes of road surface. It gives driver and passengers a 
precious feeling of complete security even when the car is 
cornering in the manner of a sports car, on indifferent road 
surfaces. The riding is smooth and level, and the damping 
is always adequate, whether on continuous rough tracks or 
over isolated potholes. 

Such a capacity for sustained speed obviously demands 
good brakes and in this respect the Fiat is superbly 


equipped. The drums are provided with cooling fins and 
centrifugal cooling ducts to induce a constant flow of air over 
the linings; the new Fiat Baldwin operating system embodies 
sealing arrangements designed to cut down friction in the 


hydraulic circuit. 
The results obtained are the best recorded by Tapley 
meter in The Autocar Road Tests. Repeatedly, almost 
- monotonously, the brakes recorded an efficiency of 100 per 
cent, with a pressure of only 100Ib on the pedal, and no ten- 
dency to fade was observed after numerous stops. This extra- 
ordinary straight-line stopping power is a tribute not only 
to the efficiency of the braking system, but also to the 
general roadworthiness of the vehicle. 


Transmission Lock 


The hand brake, which works on the transmission, is effec- 
tive and is applied through a horizontal swinging pistol grip 
lever, pleasant and positive to use. It is supplemented by a 
transmission lock which is both a safety device and an anti- 
theft precaution. Just ahead of the front seat is a plunger 
which can be depressed to engage with a serrated disc on 
the transmission output shaft, thus locking the rear wheels 
It prevents the rear wheels from rotating even if the engine 
is started and a gear 

Driving position and arrangement of controls are well 
planned and will appeal to the experienced driver. Forward 
vision through the curved screen is good, but the pillars are 
fairly thick and it is not possible to see the wing on the 
opposite side of the car. The seats, which are upholstered 
in cloth or a two-tone combination of cloth and plastic 
material, afford generous space for four people, or reason- 
able room for six, and there are folding arm rests at front 
and rear. General insulation from engine and transmission 
noise reaches a very high order, but on some types of road 
surface a slight vibration, apparently from the suspension 
system, can be detected through the rear seat cushions and 
is accompanied by a low pitched rumble. The great progress 
made in the elimination of engine noise focuses attention 
on these subsidiary sounds, which would pass undetected in 
a vehicle with a higher general noise level, and it is expected 
that by the time production attains its full rhythm, further 
progress will have been made by the use of a new type of 
tyre, designed to cut down road noise to the minimum.

indicator lamps combined with the parking lamps at the 
front. They are incorporated in the grille just above the 
bumper and, although visible through a wide angle, the 
lenses do appear to be rather vulnerable. When the side 
lamps are in use, a green indicator lamp glows on the facia 
panel and there is also a warning lamp in case of any 
excessive temperature arising in the engine cooling system, 
which is thermostatically controlled. The horn half-ring 
on the steering wheel is pleasant to use, and the twin horns 
are adequate for the car’s performance. At night, a button 
in the centre of the steering wheel allows the head lamps to 
be flashed as a warning signal. The lamps themselves give 
a good and sufficient beam. An effective heater unit mounted 
inside the car is fed with fresh air from a duct under the 
bonnet, and the output can be controlled by an electric 
fan. Provision is made for apportioning the air between the 
demister and the front seat occupants 

The Fiat 1900 is a notable addition to the ranks of 
Europe’s faster family cars, and it displays a remarkable 
capacity for untiring long-distance travel at high cruising 
speeds. It offers many of the attractions of an automatic 
transmission, without the heavy fuel consumption, the 
cost and the complication which these usually entail. It 
offers the robust simplicity and economy of a fairly large 
four-cylinder engine, allied to a degree of smoothness and 
refinement never previously associated with this type of 
power unit. It is essentially a European conception, but 
one which will be acceptable in many parts of the world.

S the hour of 8.30 a.m. approached 
on Sunday last, Hyde Park once 
more resounded with the variety 

of noises peculiar to cars built around the 
turn of the century; the “ ruff-tuff-tuff” 
of the single-cylinders, the screech of an 
unlubricated clutch thrust, and the whirr 
of a driving chain. Once more the 
veterans had assembled, over 150 strong, 
for their annual pilgrimage to Brighton, 
in celebration of that day of emancipa- 
tion, now fifty-six years ago, when for the 
first time it became legal to drive a car on 
the roads of Britain without being pre- 
ceded by a beflagged pedestrian. 

Where all the veteran cars came from, 
nobody can explain. Certain it is that 
fresh ones are still being discovered, re- 
conditioned and brought into use; this 
year, the sensation of the day was the 
extraordinary Soame Steam Carriage, of 
which the special features included a size- 
able funnel projecting through its canopy, 
and a boiler directly beneath one intrepid 
but apprehensive member of the crew. 
But all the old favourites and hardy 
annuals were there as well—the Benz, the 
de Dion, Boutons, the Daimlers, Wolse- 
leys, Lanchesters, the Alidays and 
Onions and the James and Browne. All, 
that is, save one; for misfortune had over- 
come Beelzebub. “Sammy” Davis, driv- 
ing his famous Bollée into Hyde Park 
before the start, had suddenly heard an 
unpleasant metallic clank from the works 
beneath the seat, and as the other cars 
chugged and groaned away from the 
starting point, Sammy was dismantling 


the Bollée in Rickards’ hospjtable garage. 
But, alas, all to no avail, and Beelzebub 
became a non-starter, for the first time in 
the history of the run. 

Meanwhile the vanguard of the caval- 
cade had passed Brixton, while the youth- 
ful 1904 models were still braving the 
perils of Hyde Park Corner; and now it 
began to rain. It almost always does on 
this occasion; yet, every year, the first 
spots come as an unpleasant shock, and 
drivers begin to reflect gloomily on the 
undoubted advances which have taken 
place in brake designs and tyre sections 
in the last fifty years. There are few 
things quite as skittish as an 1899 Benz 
attempting to restart on an_ uphill 
gradient surfaced with greasy wood 
blocks, the bane of all road users. 

Already trouble had afflicted some un- 
happy mortals, or rather their machines; 
but last year’s unluckiest 
Stephens, which broke down 
yards from the start and was forced to 
retire, was going very well indeed this 
time The Lanchesters of Francis 
Hutton-Stott and George Lanchester 
were also in great form, the latter ap- 
pearing to have overtaken at least twenty 
of the preceding cars in the first six or 
seven miles. On the other hand, T. E 
Johnson’s 1902 Star had stopped on Brix- 
ton Hill with carburettor trouble, and at

proud claim to have had only one owner 
since new, was being driven by Stirling 
Moss, with the owner as passenger; but 
its consequent embarrassment was such 
as to lead to violent clutch slip and a 
subsequent pit stop. Thereafter, how- 
ever, it proceeded in great style. Jack 
Fairman was also experimenting with early 
forms of mechanical trans; » in the 
shape of the front passenger's seat in the 
1903 Rex forecar, which is—oddly 
enough—a tricar; but his alarm at finding 
himself sitting right out in the accident 
zone was immensely increased by driver 
R. A. Shaw’s involuntary but very effec- 
tive demonstration of the full three- 
wheel drift, which is beyond even Fangio 
to emulate. 

All down the route, the crowds this 
year were bigger than ever before. The 
press of traffic, too, was incredible and 
perforce something of a hindrance, al- 
though it was generally agreed that the 
drivers of modern cars showed much 
more consideration for the veterans than 
has been seen in recent years. 
course, one essential item of equipment 
on this run is a form of audible warning 
signal which is at once courteous, pene- 
trating and yet essentially in keeping with 
the period. There were many examples 
of early Klaxon and serpentine bulb 
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horns; but the prize must go to the 1903 
Oldsmobile of Vernon Balls. This had a 
footboard-mounted bell or gong, con- 
strained to give brazen tongue by the 
passenger, who from time to time smote it 
sharply with a cleek, or similar golfing 
implement. 

So the procession continued, winding 
its way through Purley, Coulsdon and 
Merstham, then to Redhill and Reigate, 
where the press of traffic was really terrific 
But no praise could be too high for the 
efforts of the police, who did everything 
possible to ensure that the veterans had as 
clear a run as might be allowed; often they 
were routed down the right-hand side of 
the road for almost miles at a time, while 
on more than one occasion they added to 
this the supreme pleasure of taking the 
right-hand way round a roundabout—and 
all with the benevolent permission of

the guardians of the law. The age of 
privilege! 

The determination of the competitors to 

reach Brighton at all costs was as great as 
ever. One of the few accidents, none of 
which was in any way serious, 
G. A. Anderton’s 1904 Wolseley, which 
was involved in a collision with a non- 
competing car near Redhill; the Wolseley 
was damaged, but the crew set to with a 
will, and after a considerable delay set off 
once more to reach Brighton. Major G. S. 
Taylor, too, was observed at one point to 
have removed completely the rear axle 
assembly from his 1901 Renault, and in 
due course this was dismantled, repaired 
and refitted—just a normal hazard of 
motoring in the early days. 

Among many familiar faces in the 
motoring world was one new to this 
event; that of the well-known Dutch rally 
driver, Maus Gatsonides, who had pro- 
longed his Show visit to travel to Brighton 
in style, seated on the floorboards of R 
Barton’s 1904 Wolseley. Projecting himself 
completely into the appropriate period, he 
was afterwards heard to aver that 35 miles 
per hour was quite fast enough for any- 
one! Some of the cars, of course, attained 
considerable velocities, especially—veteran 
brakes being what they ar own hills; 
the lovely white Mercedes of S. E. Sears 
and the enormous 1904 Roi des Belges 
Mors of H. A. Pierpoint, however, were 
quite fast entirely by the drivers’ inten- 
nons, and even up hills as well as down.

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In those far-off times, the detachable 
wheel was still in the main a dream of the 
future, and if a puncture occurred there 
were only the two alternatives. Either the 
crew repaired the tyre and tube by the 
roadside, or they attached the device 
known as a Stepney rim; this clamped on 
to the original wheel by large wing nuts 
giving the effect of twin wheels in the 
modern sprint fashion. This year, two 
cars (G. M. Gee's 1904 de Dion Bouton 
and H. Goodey’s 1904 Peugeot) suffered 
this misfortune, one in the left front 
wheel, the other in the right; and as they 
bore adjacent even numbers in the run, 
lo and behold when they were parked in 
the arrival enclosure on the Madeira Drive 
at Brighton, they found themselves side 
by side. 


Inspirational 


Many of the oldest cars, of course 
possess some of the most modern features 
of automobile design—the de Dion rear 
axle layout is naturally the one which 
comes most readily to mind. The Decau 
ville, too, with its neat independent front 
suspension, was in advance of its time 
while some of the cars possess unexpected 
advantages which are denied to their more 
modern brethren. Sir Clive Edwards’ 1900 
New Orleans, for instance, which had a 
good and trouble-free run this year, has 
the distinction of having arrived at 
Brighton on a previous occasion with a 
broken crankshaft; as its two cylinders are 
arranged one on cach side of the belt 
pulley from which the drive is taken, when 
the shaft broke on one side it was merely 
necessary to transfer the contact breaker 
to the side still connected to the pulley 
and proceed on one cylinder, leaving the 
other one to rest and meditate on its sins! 

The first car to reach Brighton was the 
1902 Lanchester driven by G. H. Lan 
chester himself; this was duly met by the 
Mayor (Alderman Miss Dorothy Stringer) 
and conducted through to the finish, where 
it was presented with the traditional pen 
mant awarded to the first arrival. Next 
came M. E. Davenport’s 1901 Progress, 
and then the 1901 James and Browne 
driven by M. J. Day. And thereafter they 
flooded in, some triumphantly, some limp- 
ing, to the plaudits of the assembled multi 
tude. In the afternoon a large proportion 
of them took part in the parade round 
Brighton; later there were the Mayor’s tea 
party and the traditional Veteran C.( 
dinner. And so, as the stragglers still 
struggled towards the coast, ended another

THIS CRAFT GOES A LONG WAY TOWARDS MAKING THE GOOD DRIVER

How often have you heard this kind of remark? 
It is usually made by an experienced motorist who 
has just had the misfortune to travel in a car driven by 
someone whose driving is, to say the least of it, flagrantly

bad. The follow-up remark is generally something like 
this: “I’m sure he will kill himself before long.” (The 
potential corpse may, of course, be a woman.) 

What is this road sense, which has become over the 
years so much a part of motoring vocabulary? Certainly 
lack of it makes you a bad driver, and the possession of it 
goes a long way towards making you a good driver. There- 
fore, it is something positive ; something worth having. To 
define the quality in one sentence is difficult; but perhaps 
it is possible to approach a definition by saying that road 
sense as applied to motorists (and it can be applied to other 
road users as well) is a quality that makes a driver do the 
right thing, smoothly, in the right place at the right time, 
with due regard for other road users and for passengers 
if any 


That, however, is merely a rough definition, which should 
be amplified. The possession of road sense by a car driver 
is analogous to the possession of good hands by a horse- 
man. The driver with no road sense makes his passengers 
feel that the car is barely in control—almost running away, 
in fact—especially in traffic. The unfortunate passengers 
will frequently be applying the imaginary brake by pushing 
heavily with their feet on the floorboards. Rather similarly 
the horseman with a bad pair of hands will often find that 
his horse is pulling in proportion to his own clumsy tug 
on the reins. (Indeed, a horse that will practically run away 
with a man who has bad hands can, surprisingly enough, 
sometimes be controlled quite easily by a woman with good 
hands!) If a passenger were carried on the horse con- 
trolled by the bad hands, he or she would feel a lack of 
full control very similar to that felt by the passengers driven 
by the driver with no road sense. 

Another analogy can be found in the ball sense attri- 
buted to a good, or potentially good, player of lawn tennis. 
You can tell, up to a point, whether a person is likely to 
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play tennis well, by the manner in which he or she picks 
up, handles and bounces a ball. You can tell still more 
when you see that person hit a tennis ball over the net. 
About the good, or potentially good, player’s relationship 
with the ball there will be a control, a timing, and a lack 
of fumbling, that will denote the possession of ball sense. 
So it is, in another way, with the motorist; the very rela- 
tionship with the vehicle, the attitude towards other traffic, 
and the reaction to emergencies, will all indicate whether 
or not a driver has road sense. 

Is road sense a gift? Or can it be acquired by anybody ? 
In my opinion the possession of the faculty in its highest 
form is undoubtedly a gift—something priceless that is 
bestowed on comparatively few people. Such people are 
“born” drivers and may be found among the better-known 
competition drivers, and here and there among every-day 
motorists. I believe, too, that most drivers among those 
not so gifted can acquire road sense.to a very high degree 
if they\try enough, but also, unfortunately, that there are 
a few who will never acquire it however hard they try, just 
as there are some people who will never be able to ride 
a horse even reasonably well or to handle a ball adequately 
with a racquet. 

Assuming, then, that you are the kind of person who can 
acquire road sense—and that means among other things 
that you have fairly good sight and hearing, and that you 
have a certain affection for driving and for things mechani- 
cal—how do you set about the acquisition ? 

Probably the first need is to train yourself to judge dis- 
tance, and the speed of other vehicles; for one of the most 
glaring symptoms of a lack of road sense is that of the driver 
who displays hesitancy or poor judgment in overtaking 
slower vehicles. Cutting in is agonizing for all concerned— 
even for the erring driver—and is a crime much to be dis- 
couraged ; but it is, I think, more often caused by poor 
judgment of speed and distance than by selfishness. 

If, for instance, you wish to pass a lorry on a long, straight 
road, and, as you pull out, you see another car coming

towards you several hundred yards ahead, it is best to try 
to recognize the type of the approaching car before actually 
overtaking the lorry: if it is a small family saloon you can 
no doubt pass in safety; but if you make out, say, the 
sleek lines of a well known high-performance sports car, 
discretion will be the better part of valour, and it will pay 
you to hold hard. That may be common sense, but it is 
road sense, too. 

Then there are the hesitancy and dithering of some 
drivers, who pull out to overtake, get half-way past, pull 
back and in again, and probably have another go before 
either making up their minds to dart through the rapidly 
diminishing gap or deciding, with a gasp of relief, to stay 
behind until the approaching vehicle has come by. The 
driver who would acquire road sense must stamp out any 
such hesitancy or dithering at source. But in addition he 
must make the right decisions ! 


Speed in the Wrong Place 


If a driver gives a passenger that running-away feeling 
already mentioned, it does not necessarily mean that exces- 
sive speed is being generally indulged. It indicates rather 
that the driver is using particular speeds in the wrong places; 
his speed is, in fact, uncontrolled. Another person, with 
proper road sense, may put up twice the average speed over 
the same roads and under the same traffic conditions and yet 
may not give the passenger the slightest qualm. Speed in 
itself is not dangerous, but using it in the wrong place 
certainly is, and that includes delaying your braking too 
long, especially on slippery surfaces. 

This suggests another aspect of the question: the ability 
to recognize different kinds of road surface and to know 
which are slippery and which are not. The modern trend 
among road engineers is to lay down a surface that not only 
is non-skid but also Jooks non-skid, the thought being that a 
little psychology will help to promote safety. There may 
be something in this, but the driver with road sense does 
not fully trust any surface; he or she knows that even a 
beautiful tar carpet, apparently fool-proof, may at certain 
times of the year be covered with almost invisible “ black” 
ice that will play havoc with tyre adhesion; or that a certain 
mixture of drizzle, farm mud and dead leaves will render 
what is normally the roughest surface a trifle hazardous 

Road sense shouts a warning where damp wooden blocks 
are concerned, and differentiates between rough grey and 
polished black. Road sense, in fact, gives you the adhesion 
properties of the road surface ahead tn good time, and you 
adjust your speed and driving methods accordingly. That 
is why it is excellent for a car driver to have served an 
apprenticeship on a solo motor cycle; for if anyone has to

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take note of changing road surfaces it is the man on two 
wheels. 

Another aspect of road sense is the ability to recognize 
advance warnings of danger or emergency. On a winding, 
hedged road you may see a shadow coming round a blind bend 
towards you a good second or so before you see the vehicle 
itself, which may be a large furniture van or some other 
juggernaut that requires that little bit of extra space; warned 
by the shadow you pull over into the gutter in good time. 
While driving through a town you may suddenly see a 
rubber ball roll slowly out into the middle of the street from 
behind a vehicle. Road sense will tell you that a child is 
very likely to follow the ball, and you slow accordingly. 
Farther on, a reflection in a shop window tells you of a 
vehicle about to enter your street from a side turning. And, 
at the next blind cross roads not controlled by lights or a 
policeman, you see pedestrians crossing over one of the side 
turnings. Is your way clear? Yes, you say. But hang on! 
—the pedestrians are hurrying, probably indicating 
approaching traffic. So you slow down still more. 

There are many such tell-tale warnings that the driver 
with road sense will recognize; and to learn to recognize 
them is to acquire road sense. For some it may be a ques- 
tion of tuning up the senses to a greater awareness; but once 
this has been done the awareness will function automatically, 
in a subconscious way; once acquired, in fact, road sense has 
a good habit of staying put. 

The faculty is further denoted by a proper regard for 
passengers, because, if you have disregard for your passen- 
gers, you will indirectly have disregard for road users in 
general. If a driver applies the brakes roughly and unneces- 
sarily hard, not only is there a chance that the front passenger 
will hit his or her forehead against the driving mirror above 
the windscreen, but also there may very easily be a collision 
from behind. Should the same car, a saloon, be driven too 
fast over a hump-backed bridge, not only will the unfor- 
tunate passenger acquire another painful lump, this time on 
the top of the head, but also the car may be travelling too 
fast for what can sometimes be the equivalent of a blind 
bend, and may find itself in serious trouble on the blind side 
of the hump. If you put the wind up your passengers by 
bad driving, you will undoubtedly put the wind up road 
users in general. 


Need for Smoothness 


There is a recognizable smoothness about the driving of a 
person who possesses road sense. This absence of doing 
things in jerks, whether it is applied to steering, braking 


or gear c , is so inherent in the driver with this sense 
that it is true to say that in order to acquire road sense you 
must learn to drive smoothly. There may be times, of 
course, when movements, such as gear changing in certain 
circumstances, have to be rapid, bee they still ought to be 
smooth movements, made with a feeling of sympathy for the 
mechanism that is being operated. The more smoothly a 
driver operates the controls of a car, the more readily and 
effectively will he deal with any emergencies that may arise. 
All this rather suggests that a full degree of road sense 
cannot be acquired unless a reasonably high standard of 

ing the controls of a car is achieved as well. At any 
rate the two acquisitions would seem to dovetail one into 
the other where the full degree is concerned. 

Road sense is definite in its attitude towards other road 
users. The driver with this capacity not only behaves with 
good manners towards other road users, but he or she also 
looks upon them all with the greatest suspicion. Other road 
users are treated, in fact, as if they were all beginners and 
had no road sense at all. In this way that mischievous being 
best described as “the other fellow” is effectively prevented 
from proving quite the menace that it is his nature to be. 

Drivers of other vehicles can be placed into categories 
by the person with road sense, simply from outward appear- 
ances. For example, if a small family saloon is seen with a 
doll g at the rear window, the whole driving charac- 
ter of person at the wheel is given away to anyone 
blessed with road sense. Such a car is preferably given 
rather a wide berth; for no one who obscures the rear view 
with a puppet is likely to be a motorist who takes

One of the first things you learn, of course, when acquir- 
ing the craft is to mistrust all pedal cyclists when you are 
overtaking them. They will almost invariably swerve out 
at a crucial moment, and you must expect them to do so. 
The only answer, again, is a wide berth. 

Yet a further aspect of the matter is to adapt your driving 
to the lighting and the weather. If the sun is behind you 
and low in the sky, road sense should tell you that oncoming 
traffic may be dazzled and that you ought therefore to drive 
with even greater care than otherwise. Extremes of weather 
demand the exercise of special caution. In thick fog, for 
instance, you need not only road sense but also, if you could 
have them, a sixth and seventh sense; for to attempt 
to pull out and overtake in such conditions is tantamount to 
suicide: the baleful eyes of head and side lamps can be on 
you in a moment. 


Presentiments Do Occur

The senses must be attuned to an awareness that will enable 
the driver to recognize advance warnings of danger or 


emergency. =... 
Good-humoured Suspicion 


A general thoughtfulness must be developed towards 
passengers and road users in general, but the latter must be 
regarded with good-humoured suspicion. A smoothness of 
driving must be cultivated, which should be easy for anyone 
who has sympathy for things mechanical; therefore cultivate 
that sympathy first if it is mot there already. A person 
should drive with the hands of an expert horseman, and 
should regard the car with as much affection as the good 
rider does his horse. 

Learn things from other road users and act on the know- 
ledge gained. Expect pedal cyclists to swerve. Adapt your 
driving to the lighting and the weather. Act on a sixth 
sense if it warns you of danger, but not if it tells you that 
the road is clear! 

Here it should be stressed that an experienced driver who 
possesses road sense will have all these things well estab- 
lished in the subconscious, from which they will emerge 
without conscious effort as the occasion demands. It is, in 
fact, road sense that enables the experienced driver to put 
up high average speeds with complete safety. Obviously, 
people who are in the process of acquiring this craft cannot 
think of everything at once, but the aim should be to assimi- 
late the parts so that the whole becomes second nature. 

It would take a book to deal with the subject fully, but 
perhaps what has been written in this article will at least 
give food for thought. Further, it is a heb me idea to : NC 
study and re-study the British High ce, which is _ <— _ 
packed with road-sense lore.

October 21, it was held, under Section 13 of the Vehicle (Ex- 
cise) Act 1949, that a Land Rover licensed as a private motor car, 
which was towing a trailer containing goods (unspecified in the 
report), should be licensed as a goods vehicle 
_, What appears to me to be the relevant section of the Act states 
2 and the vehicle is at any time while the licence is in force 
enki cn eee or te es eo cee 
which brings it within, or which if it was used solely in that 
condition or in that manner or for that purpose which would 
bring it within, a class or description of vehicle to which a higher 
rate of duty is applicable under this Act, duty at the higher rate 
shall become chargeable in respect of the licence for the vehicle.” 
Besides the payment of a higher rate of duty the penalty of 
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£20 or a penalty of an amount equal to three times the difference 
between the duties is payable 

From this it would appear that if a friend says to me “ Would 
you tow my trailer a couple of miles to help me out of a diffi- 
culty, and when you return come in and have a drink ? ” I might 
then be said, by some officious constable (perhaps one of The 
Scribe’s Bright Boys) to be carrying goods for reward and so 
be liable to the penalties above and have to alter my licence 
accordingly.

EMERY CLOTH 
Unsuitable for Cleaning Engine Joints 
[64525.]—“ Abrasive” [64507] is justified in objecting to the 
cleaning of his cylinder head and block surfaces with emery 
cloth. Apart from the irregularities which result from such 
treatment, emery powder, which is essentially a crystallized 
alumina, is bound to come away from the cloth and enter the 
cylinders and oil circulatory passages. The excessive bore wear 
thus created has in my experience been as much as 40 per cent 
above normal, the main damage being done to the soft and 
vulnerable alloy of the pistons 
A far better means of cleaning the surfaces, 
does not wear them, is to wash with a strong solution of 
caustic soda which will act more quickly if hot. Care should 
be taken to protect the hands, as caustic soda in injurious to the 
skin. This method is certainly effective, but should not be used 
on aluminium surfaces; these can be cleaned with a good-sized 
stick of solder beaten into a chisel. I trust this will solve the
